Valuable Vantage Points Seized 


By English, Scottish, Australian 
Troops-- Desperate Opposition 


Blow Struck on a Six es Front—New Thrust Delivered from 
Positions Captured Last Week as Base—Drive Penetrates to Depth 
of Two Thirds of a Mile at Points; Admitted by Germans—Near 
Railway Running from Ostend—Cutting of This Line Seems Ob-

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Field Marshal Haig’s men again are strik- 

ing in Flanders, and the force of their blow, like that of those that 
have preceded it, is meeting with good results on a front of nearly six 
miles, Notwithstanding the necessity of carrying the battle to 
Crown Prince Rupprecht across uninviting ground, virtually a morass 
owing to the rain, and against the inevitable concrete and steel re- 
doubts and woods and shell craters teeming with rapid-fire guns— 
the English, Scottish and Australian troops have snatched valuable 
vantage points from the Germans, but not without terrific opposi- | 


tion. | 


The battle at last accounts was still raging, with the greatly 
reinforced Germans, who had anticipated the new thrust, fighting 
with unusual bitterness to hold back further British advances or to | 
recapture terrain already wrested from them, ; 
Haig’s new thrust was delivered from the base of front line posi- , 
tions captured and consolidated last week, before which the Germans | 
held numerous vantage points of strategic value, barring the way | 
to further inroads by the British or for harassing the British line | 
by machine gun and rifle bullets, | 
As on previous occasions, Haig’s men turned a veritable cpg 
of artillery fire against the Germans before launching an infantry 
attack in the early hours of Wednesday morning and when night | 
fell many important positions had been riddled of the enemy, but | 


with the Germans at numerous other points savagely contesting “a 


right of way. 
Most Significant Gain 

Probably the most significant gain of the British, which the| 
Germans admit was to a depth of two thirds of a mile at points, was | 
near Zonnebeke, to within a few Hundred yards of the western out- | 
skirts of which village they penetrated, placing them about six miles | 
distant from the railway running from Ostend through Roulers and | 
Roubaix to Lille. The cutting of this line, which seems to be the} 
objective of Field Marshal Haig, would seriously affect the transport | 
of the Germans from their naval base at Ostend and Zeebrugge. 

Prior to the land attack British naval forces heavily shelled | 
Ostend and again Wednesday afternoon they repeated the bombard- | 
ment. Meanwhile naval airplanes dropped bombs on towns in Bel- | 
gium with visible effective results. 

On the other fronts except in the Champagne and Berdun sectors | 
of the line in France no hostilities of great importance are in prog- | 
ress. Before Verdun the big guns are again roaring in a mighty | 
duel, evidently the forerunner of further big infantfy operations in | 
the near future. 

In the Champagne the French are heavily shelling the positions | 
of the German Crown Prince, with the German artillery answering | 
them energetically. 

In the Austro-Italian theatre, the Italians continue to carry out | 
successful patrol engagements against the Austrians and to drop | 
large quantities of explosives from airplanes on military establish- | 
ments behind the lines,

Today is the eighteenth anniversary of the second bout between 
Kid McCoy, then the middleweight champion of the world, and Jim 
McCormack. McCoy was the victor, and thus wiped oul the stain of 
@ previous defeat. McCormack was a Philadelphian who had made 
a good showing as an amateur in the Quaker City, and had become 
the heavyweight amateur champion in that city. His first meeting 
with McCoy was in the Star Theatre in Chicago, in what was sched- 
uled as a six-round affair. The Kid considered McCormack merely 
a means of acquiring a little pocket money, but he soon found out 
that the big fellow had picked up a considerable knowledge of 
boxing through his association with Jim Corbett as the latter's | 
sparring partner. Early in the bout McCoy knocked McCormack | 
down, but the Philadelphian came back and before the end of the 
first round sent over a smashing right to the jaw that kept the Kid 
down for the count. The championship was not involved in this 
,battle, as McCormack was far above the middleweight limit, but 
the result naturally injured McCoy's prestige, and he begged for a 
return match. This second meeting between the pair was set for 
September 27, 1899, before the Lenox A. C., of New York, and was 
scheduled for twenty rounds. McCoy weighed about 158 pounds, 
while his opponent was thirty-two pounds heavier. In the first round 
McCormiack sent over the same right to the jaw that had turned the 
trick at Chicago, and for a few seconds it seemed that history would 
repeat itself. The Kid, somewhat dazed, was on his feet before the 
count of ten, and in the second round turned the tables by sending 
McCormack down with a right smash to the jaw. In the fifth round 
the Philadelphian was again sent toppling with another right to 
the jaw. McCormack wrestled around the ring for a few seconds 
more, going down frequently before right hooks to the jaw, and 
the referee stopped the bout to save McCormack from further pun- 
ishment. The Kid had declared that he would win only by rights 
to the face, that having been the sort of blow that had won for 
McCormack in Chicago, and he adhered to those tactics all through 
the second fight. As a result McCormack had to be fed on liquids 
for some time afterwards, and he was effectually cured of his cham- 
pionship ambitions.

Bob Brettle defeated Jem Mace in two rounds at Méetiway, Eng- 
land, on September 2), 1858. Mace was then at the beginning of his 
ring career, and the man who afterward whipped all of the best 
heavyweights of Europe and America, and retired undefeated, fell an | 
easy victim before Brettle, who knocked Jem out with a right to the / 
jaw after three minutes of fighting. Mace'’s defeat was due to anger, | 
for he had been accused of being “yellow,” and the taunts of Bob's 
backers worked him into a passion. At the ringside Jém overheard 
Mr. Dowling, the celebrated sporting authority and editor of Bell's 
Life, say to Jem’'s backer, George Brown: “Why, George, do you 
mean to say you have lead that yellow cur here without a chain?” 
Mace was fairly sizzling after that, and as a result he displayed little 
of his science and skill and rushed in heedless of consequences. 
That was a valuable lesson to Jem, for he never afterwards iost his 
poner in the ring, and a year later he gave Brettle a sound beat- 
ng.

Today in Pugilistic Annals 

1875—-Edward O'’Baldwin, an Irish giant, who had made a re- | 
putation in the ring on both sides of the Atlantic, was shot and 
fatally wounded by Michael Finnell. Ned died two days later and was 
buried in Brookline, Mass. O'Baldwin and Finnell were partners in 
the saloon business, and the tragedy was the result of a quarrel over 
financial affairs. O'’Baldwin was almost as big as Jesse Willard, 
standing six feet 5% inches. He was thirty-five at the time of his 
death. Ned Beat George lies, Andrew Marsden and other good Eng- 
lish fighters, and took part in an unsatisfactory contest with Jem 
Mace, before coming to America in the ‘60s. In 1868 he was matched 
with Joe Wormald at Lynnfield, Mass., and had the best of it when 
the police stopped the bout. O'Baldwin spent eighteen months in 
jail as a result of this affair. He belonged to*the old rough, rois- 
tering school of fighters, and his violent end was in keeping with 
his career. He was a good scrapper, and with proper training and 
managernent might have become world's champion.
